The Quakers had adopted this tiensll le uouipe 


away back iu the years when I WHS a boy and 
came to tlielr meetings In the hot days of sum- 
mer, in Upper Providence, at "The Oreen 
Tree," In their clean white shirt sleeves, and 
were serene and happy, with no thought ol of- 
fence to God t>r man. I, myself, established this 
law of democracy be'lore that dlgulned bid school 
gentleman, Hon. Henry Chapman, when he was 
our Judge In pucks and Montgomery. It was 
a hot day in August, 1869, and at the close ol 
the regular court. 1 had previously tiled a peti- 
tion of a number ot citizens of the village of 
North Wales, asking to have the town Incoipor- 
ated as a borough. Prior to that no borough 
had been incorporated in this county by our 
courts, Norrlstown, Pottstown and a few other 
boroughs had been created by several Acts ot 
tue Legislature, each Act relating to one bor- 
ough. North Wales was the first borough crea- 
tion In our county by the adjudication of the 
court. In this Instance, as iu nearly all such 
since, there was determined opposition 
We 


took much testimony, met in the halt over the 
stables at Abel Lu kens' hotel. In the village,and 
quite a fever or turor manifested Itself for and 
against tbe movement 
Charles Hunsicfcer rep- 


resented the opposition, and I the petitioners lor 
the borough. Just as the Judge was about to 
adjourn lor the session, the causes having all 
been tried and argued, be announce* that he 
hud carefully heard the evidence and arguments 
of counsel, pro and con, and had concluded to 
grant the prajer of the petitioners, and directed 
me to draw up the decree that be might sign it 
and go home. I had, ot course, never drawn 
duch a decree, one never before being drawn 
in our county, and it took me by surprise. The 
big beads oi sweat rolled down over my lace, pen 
and paper so that I could scarcely see to write, 
and so by natural in pulse and Impromptu, I 
jerked ott my coat and dashed or) the decree. I 
handed It to the Judge, who slowly perused It, 
and taking his pen in hanil, signed it, ae he said. 
"That is a model decree." He said nothing 
about my coat, but it was reserved to thfrasso- 
clate Judge, a layman and a farmer, to call me 
to account afterward for Indecorum.

Runaway Boy Killed.' 


Lawrence Bantz, aged 19 years, of 913 


Madison street, Baltimore, was killed by 
being struck by a fast express on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad at Cornwells on Tuesday 
morning, about 11.30 o'clock. The body 
was brought to Bristol and taken in charge 
by Undertaker Rue. 


Bantz, with two younger companions, 


left their homes in Baltimore at 6 o'clock 
Monday morning, ostensibly to go to work, 
but under persuasion of the oldest one the 
three boarded a freight train for Phila-

Upon arriving at Philadel- 


phia another freight was jumped. 
At 


Cornwells tlie train stopped and the three 
boys got oft and went into the station for 
a drink of water. While in the station 
the freight started and the three ran to 
get aboard. The two younger ones were 
ahead and succeeded in getting on, but 
Bantz, who Jwas behind, was struck in the 
side by a fast line and hurled over the 
fence into a field forty feet away. 
The 


victim's necK, arms and leg were broken. 
Death was instantaneous. The body was 
put on the next train and the two com- 
panions brought to Bristol in custody of 
speroial officer Graham, of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. 


Coroner Kunsman was summoned but 


no inquest was held.

ions of the dead boy were given a hearing

Why, to- 
day, for the first time in our political his- 
tory we are fighting a war of conquest. 
Aye, a war of criminal aggression, and 
one which many claim was never consti- 
tutionally declared. 


"Conquest," says Thomas 
Jefferson, 


"is not in our principles; it is inconsis-

government, ' 
and 


the Supreme Court of the United States 
has held that we can&ot wage a war for 
conquest or acquisition of territory and, 
further, that the power to Jfeciare war— 
which is vested solely in Congress—does 
not authorize the President "to enlarge 
the limits of the United States by subju- 
gating the enemy's, country." "Kappa" 
may argue that this is a "rebellion." not 
a war. I would reapond, have the Filipi- 
no's ever recognized and have they made 
themselves subject to' us? Can they be 
said to be in rebellion against lawful 
authority? 
"The express or implied con- 


sent of the subject is now regarded as es- 
sential to_a complete new allegiance." 
(Halleck's International Law.) As a mat- 
ter of fact they are fighting for their inde- 
pendence, and can we, holding in remem- 
-brance our own struggle of 1776, conscien- 
tiously call them "rebels?" Again, he 
may argue that we paid Spain—our van- 
quished foe—$20,000^000 for its (color- 
able) title. True, we did, and for that 
sum we got, as some one has remarked, 
a deed containing no warranty. If we 
bought this far distant territory and with 
it the independence of 10,000,000 Filipi- 
nos, have we not forgotten the teachings 
of the fathers of this Republic?
